s i n c e 
1931.” you h a v e

Drowning; in Red Ink 


We are in danger of drowning 
our domestic budget and our ba l­ 
ance of payments in a .sea of red 
ink. Our deficits seem to be be­ 
coming perpetual and to worsen in 
boom times as well as in reces­ 
sions. 


Without a tax increase, the def­ 
icit in the fiscal ’69 budget is es­ 
timated at $20 billion and prob­ 
ably more. 
Without 
major 
im­ 
provement, the deficit in our bal­ 
ance of payments this year Is shap­ 


ing up at $3 billion and probably 
more. 


The d i r e c t result of the do­ 
mestic budget deficit is accelerat­ 
ing inflation. Wages are now ri.s- 
ing at a rate of 6% to 9%, while 
productivity (efficiency per work­ 
er) is rising at around 3%. Mon­ 
ey is pouring into consumer hands, 
swelling demands for goods and 
services. These are 
the 
classic 
conditions for both types of infla­ 
tion. 


Costs arc pushing 
up 
prices: 
cost-push inflation. Demands are 
pulling up prices: dcmand-pull In­ 
flation. 


The cost of living is now climb­ 
ing at an annual rate of VA, on

jjer cent in 19i)T)-67. We are heading 
foi runaway inflation.

The direct result of the deficit 
in our balance of payments is the 
How of more dollars to qualified 
loreign creditors, who can stage 
another run on our gold —■ and who 
wdl stage another run if they again 
lose confidence in our dollar.

An experimental hydrogen 
bomb, most powerful tested 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
ex­ 
ploded under a desert mesa 
Friday and sent earthquake­ 
like shock waves rolling for 
hundreds of miles. 
At the Caltech Seismologi- 
cal Laboratory in Pasadena, 
Calif., 
300 
miles 
distant, 
there was a “ great swinging 
back and forth on (.seismo- 
graphic) 
instruments,” 
a 
spokesman said. 
It was measured at Cal­ 
tech as about the same as a 
temblor that shook the Im­ 
perial Valley of California on 
April 8. Seventeen minutes 
after the detonation the in­ 
struments started recording 
additional shocks. Within 15 
minutes there were 10, ap­ 
parently caused by the col­ 
lapse of material In the giant 
cavity created by the bomb. 
Seismographs at the Un- 
versity of Nevada in Reno 
and 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Utah in Salt Lake City regis­ 
tered the shock at 6.5 on the 
Richter scale. A 6.5 shock is 
strong enough to cause dam ­ 
age if 
close 
to 
population 
centers. 
But there were no reports 
of damage or vented radia­ 
tion from 
the 
underground 
blast, despite more than a 
week of protests from scien­ 
tists and others that the shot 
was potentially dangerous. 
The effects of the detona­ 
tion of the device 3,800 feet 
deep at the Pahute, Nev.. 
Test Site appeared to be just 
about what the Atomic E n ­ 
ergy Commission anticipated 
—a 
rolling 
ground 
motion 
felt as far as 250 miles away, 
with no harm expected. 
Temperatures Rose 
Near the testing site, dust 
rose into the air when the 
earth bulged upward a n d 
then settled. The explosion 
generated temperatures into 
the millions of degrees and 
literally liquefied the volcan­ 
ic earth where the weapon 
was planted. 
A 
glazed 
cavern — esti­ 
mated to be 720-feet in diam­ 
eter — was carved beneath 
the desert floor. 
The shot, delayed an hour 
because of fears that if there 
were radiation leaks w i n d 


might c a r r y contaminants 
off the test site, was f e l t 
lightly if at all in major cities 
of the west. 
In Los Angeles, 300 miles 
away, some persons trying 
to detect it didn’t . . . but 
others 
said 
they 
fell 
it, 
lightly. 
To an AEC observer in a 
bunker 
13 miles from 
the 
blast point the shock 
was 
" a pretty good roll.” 
In Las Vegas tall build- 


ings swayed, as in an earth­ 
quake. 
Chandeliers 
swung 
in a 
hotel. 
Motion 
w a s 
clocked for 90 seconds. Po­ 
lice reported 
a 
storm 
of 
calls inquiring how serious 
the shock was. “ We also,” 
an officer said, “ got calls 
after the bla.st asking when 
it was going to happen.” 
The blast was 
rated 
as 
having the force of about a 
million tons of TNT, sllght- 


ly larger than any previous 
test here. 
Scientists, 
businessmen, 
labor unions and many citi­ 
zens had urged the Atomic 
Energy Commission to de­ 
lay the shot, expressing fear 
it might 
touch 
off 
earth­ 
quakes 
or 
leak 
radiation 
that would contaminate air 
and ground water. The .AEC 
said 
it already 
had 
made 
such studies and determined 
the test was safe.

The age of the compu ter 
is taking over the Neb raska 
State Patrol offices in Lin­ 
coln slowly b u t, b eyond a 
dou b t, su rely. 
The newest “ weapon” in 
the P atrol’s arsenal for com­ 
b ating crim es is the Neb ras­ 
ka Law Enforcement Tele­ 
type System, (Neb LETS). 
Neb LETS, 
according 
to 
Patrol Capt. Harvey Nash, 
chief of commu nications was 
placed in operation April 1 
and has stations in patrol of­ 
fices 
in 
Omaha, 
G r a n d 
Island, Norfolk, North Platte 
and Scottsb lu ff. 
“ It also services fou r oth­ 
er cities, 
Sidney, 
McCook, 
Holdrege and .Ainsworth, b y 
direct radio-relay,” 
N a s h 
said. 
Nash added that any Ne­ 
b raska 
1 a w 
enforcement 
agency which desires the u se 
of Neb LETS need only relay 
its requ ests b y radio to one 
of the NSP offices across the 
state. The information is fed 
into 
t h e 
teletype 
and 
if 
needed, relayed across the 
cou ntry to get an answer. 
“ The way the machine is 
set u p,” he said, “ if infor­ 
mation comes from ou tstate 
and—is 
of 
a 
natu re 
that 
needs to b e sent across the 
cou ntry, we only have to take 
the ticker tape ou t of the 
state system and feed it into 
the national law enforcement 
teletype system and it goes 
to other states.” 
The national teletype sys­ 
tem was placed in operation 
Jan. 1. It maintains a “ na­ 
tional watch” on police ac­ 
tivities and relays informa­ 
tion 
to 
states 
requ esting 
knowledge of certain 
inci­ 
dents. 
“ We have m ade arrange-

“ .As more law enforcement 
offices across the state find 
ou t ab ou t the setu p,” Nash 
said, “ they are qu ick to ask

The Natio nals were miffed when the Americans vo ted 
la st winter witho ut mutual co nsultatio n to admit Seattle 
and retreaded Kansas City to membership next seaso n. 
It fo rced the Natio nals to advance their expansio n 
plans, o riginally targeted fo r no t later than 1971, to 1969 
also . They no w are po ndering the selectio n o f two new 
cities fro m amo ng San 
Diego , 
Milwaukee, 
Dallas-Fo rt 
Wo rth, Buffalo and Mo ntreal. 
The Natio nals wUl m eet in mid-May presumably to 
vo te o n the two new franchises. 
Until this is do ne, the 
Americans 
co nsider 
them­ 
selves sty mied in their decisio n to split their league in 
two six-team divisio ns next y ear with play o ffs to deter­ 
mine the circuit’s pennant winner and Wo rld Series repre­ 
sentative. 
At an American League o wners meeting Thursday , 
President Jo e Cro nin said that the brass wants divisio nal 
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play in 19 69 but scheduling actio n has been delay ed pend­ 
ing the Natio nal’s mo ve. 
“ It would be difficult if we went ahead with a divi­ 
sion setup not knowing what the Nationals’ two new 
team s will be—or even if there will be two new team s,” 
said Cronin. “ So, in deference to the National League we 
took no action on the length of a 1%9 schedule or composi­ 
tion of the divisions. 
“ We will have representatives m eet with the National 


League before its May meeting mutually to iron out prob­ 
lems we all are cognizant of. The American League then 
will meet on May 23 in Chicago to consider further plans 
for 19 69 .”
